His answer was a flat denial. 
Answering questions for more 
than two hours from his West 
German defense attorney, Dr. 
Robert Servatius, Eichmann as­ 
serted that: 


-H e did not come here volun­ 
tarily to testify. The statement in 
which he declared he did so was 
signed by him under duress after 
his Jewish kidnapers in Buenos 
Aires had chained him to a bed.

No, he’s a cop,’ when they see 
him approaching,” Shook said.

“If a teacher dares to strike a pupil across the 
knuckles with a rule, he is liable to be arrested.

Eichmann was grey-faced and 
haggard but looked self-possessed. 
He spoke quietly but firmly in a 
low voice in German. His answers 
were translated at once into He­ 
brew. the official language of the 
court. 
Servatius put questions from a 
prepared sheet and Eichmann ap­ 
peared to have memorized the an­ 
swers.
